so that they could sweep the country for 
miles around Harper's Ferry. All our in- 
trenchinenta lay below, and any one, without 
even a particle of military knowledge, 
could see that the salvation of Harper's 
Ferry and its occupants lay on our holding 
these heights. In the rear of Maryland 
Heights is a road leading from Williaus- 

E ort to Snndy Hook, and we had a few guns, 
ut scarcely any men, to defend iL 
THI WAT or CAFTOmiNO THE FEBRT. 

To attempt to take Harper’s Ferry on the 
Virginia side would have been the greatest 
piece of military blundering known, and 
therefore the principal attack was certain 
to come from the rear of Maryland Rights, 
and these once in the possession of the 
rebels, our forces would either have to sur- 
render or be cut to pieces.

Forney’s Press has just received highly 
interesting intelligence from McClellan » 
army up to noon to-day, which the editor 
kindly furnishes to tbe Assooiat#l -Press. 

The substance of its special correspond- 
ence is briefly as follows: 

Early last night the enemy commenced 
crossing Shepardstown bridge, and two 
fords above and below it. During the night 
McClellan advanced a battery and ahelled 
them from the surrounding hills. The 
daad and wounded found this morning 
evinced the ability of our signal officers in 
directing the fire of our guns. 

On discovering the movement of the ene- 
my, early this morning, Pleasanton was 
dispatched in hot pursuit with batteries 
and two regiments of infantry, through a 
gap of high hills, and sucooeded in cutting 
off a large amount of their ammunition and 
supplies, besides taking a small portion of 
Gregg’s South Carolina brigade.

Our entire army crossed Antietam creek 
this morning and was massed between 
there and the Potomac, opposite Shepards- 
town, and there was every evidence that 
McClellan would cross the river.

Near Thoroughfare Gap they discovered a 
rebel force acting as a body guard to Gen- 
eral Ewell, who wa* in an ambulance, badly 
wounded, being escorted toward* Rich- 
mond. Three of tbe body guard were esp 
tured together with about thirty more pris- 
oners, several of whom are officer*, and alto 
some wagons. The report was sent in by 
Birney. 

The Herald’s NVashingtou dispatch h&? 
the following : 

information has reached here that tbe 
rebels last night destroyed the new bridge 
at Harper s Ferry and blew up th« piers. 
They ales destroyed eveiy thing pussitl^ai 
Hsrper a Ferry and along th# lin* of tho 
road to Martinahurg. including the splendid 
bridge known os Pillar Bridge, at that 
point. This morning there remained only 
a small force of rebels on Bolivar Bights 
and one company at 8andy Hook. 

The Tebel9 took advantage of the cessa- 
tion of hostilitiee yesterday to make all 
necessary arrangement* for their retreat. 
Their main body crossed the river at the 
nearest ford — some account* state near 
Harper’s Ferry, other* at Dam No. 4. 
The latter is probably their principal eross- 
ing. 

There are now flying rumors of an en- 
gagement to-day, hut it i* ascertained the 
firing proceeded from our flying artillery 
attacking the rear guard of the retreating 
rebel army. 

HABSTSBrBGH, Bept. 19. 

A gentleman from Chamhersburg, this 
evening, says ell the troops stationed there 
have been sent to Hagerstown and Boon*- 
boro. A company from Philadelphia re- 
fused to go over the line, when Gen. Rey- 
nolds said “they might go Lome and be 
damned, and disgrace would forever rest 
on their shoulders." After the general s 
reprimand, they finally went over the 
border.

A feeling of perfect security is now felt 
in official circles. 

Quito a number of wounded have arrived 
here, and at other points on the Cumberland 
valley road. 

The news of McClellan s great viotory 
wa* received with great rejoieing. The 
troops here are urging to be sent forward 
that they may yet assist in tbe great work. 

Travel to Chamhersburg and Hagerstown 
was resumed to-day, and the telegraph is 
now open to Boonsboro.

Captain Hatfield, Company A, Zouaves, 
died at 2 o’clock this afternoon. Hia re- 
mains will be sent home, in charge of bis 
brother, to-morrow.

Ohio, died yesterday, of wounds received 
in the late battle.

The rebels fairly 
lined the position, and kept up a continual 
fire of shot and shell upon our forces. On 
Saturday evening they took possession of 
Maryland Heights, and immediately com- 
menced to play upon our troops from a bat- 
tery they had planted there. But soou night 
came on, and the troops rested. 

On Sunday there was not much fighting, 
both sides not caring about bringing on a 
general engagement. On Monday morning, 
the tiring again commenced and was terrif- 
ic. Nothing but one continued stream of 
shot and shell fell upon our forces. About 
five minute* to 8 o'clock the white flag was 
flung to the breexe, by order of CoL Miles, 
and shortly a Her all firing ceased. About 
two minutes after tbe flag we* hoisted, Col. 
Miles was strnek with a piece of shell, tear- 
ing his leg, below the kuee, almost into 
strips, end about the same time he was shot 
through the thigh with a Minnie ball. He 
expired shortly after. 

The negotiations were kept up all day, 
and about 7 o'clock the place was uncondi- 
tionally surrendered to M*jor General Hill, 
of the Confederate force. All tbe troop* 
stacked their musketo nnd were immediate- 
ly paroled. They were allowed to keep 
their knapsacks and blankets, and each 
regiment wrb allowed two wagons to carry 
their provisions, Ac. 

All the guns, sixty-five iu number, and 
au immense quantity of ammunition, Ac., 
were surrendered, together with the follow- 
ing regiments: The Eighty-seventh Ohio; 

Sixtieth Ohio, Thi rty-aecond Ohio, One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth New York, One 
Hundred and Eleventh New York, One 
Hundred and Fifteenth New York, Twelfth 
New York, Ninth Vermont and Sixtieth 
Illinois; also, companies A and F of the 
Fifth New York Artillery, the Fifteenth 
Indians battery, and an independent Ohio 
battery. Our whole force numbered about 
8,000 men. 

Hill and Longatreet immediately gathered 
all they could take away with them, and 
sent it on ahead. They will undoubtedly 
leave the plpce, and from the excitement 
prevailing there, it is thought by our officers 
that they are doing so now.

FaRDRETCK, Mu., Sept. 20. 

A gentleman who left Boonesboro last 
night, says that the firing was between 
ours and the rebel batteries across the river, 
the latter endeavoring to prevent our pur- 
suit at the river bank. 

Many conflicting reports were received 
here during the day of skirmishing with 
the rear guard of the eueniy, who were iu 
full flight for the Potomac. 

A gentleman who left McClellan’s head- 
quarters before the General started, inform- 
ed me that at 4 o clock Burnside had crossed 
the Potomac and was harassing the rebel's 
rear. 

The latest reports received are that the 
rebels were forced to destroy a large por- 
tion of their trAins, and spike and aban- 
don much of their artillery, to prevent it 
falling into our hands, so closely were 
they pursued by the Union army. 

McClellan rode out towards the front at 
11 o’clock, aud was loudly and enthusias- 
tically cheered by the troops as he rode 
along. 

Cairo, September 20. 

Gen. Rosecrans’ command moved from 
Rienzi towards Iuka, Miss., yesterday 
morning. During the afternoon his advance 
came in contact with the enemy's pickets. 
Heavy skirmishing continued until night- 
fall. The tight was renewed this morning, 
and continued till nearly noon, when the 
eueniy gave way, retreating in a southerly 
direction.

graceful task. He sat upon his guns and 
wept like a child, telling Col. Ford that no 
matter by whose orders it w^s done it was 
a piece of treachery. This abandonment 
of the key to* he whole position certainly 
requires a most careful investigation at the 
hands of the proper authorities.

1. Provost Marshals in the Department 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Boyle are hereby 
notified, that in obedience to General Or- 
ders No. 9, I have been appointed and have 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
Provost Marshal General of this Depart- 
ment. 

2. The Federal and State authorities, being 
now in harmony, it is intended as soon as 
possible to hand over to tbe State authori- 
ties the duty of keeping peace in the State.
